More than a thousand children 
of families living in the war dwell- 
ings of Hunter’s Point dropped 
their vacation time pursuits on 
September 5 and trooped back to. 
the three schools in their. neigh- 
borhood—but only 820 of them 
could be registered because of the 
limited classroom space. 

This. was disclosed by Edward 
D. Goldman, principal in charge 
of the three schools on the pro- 
jects in a report on enrollments. — 

He explained that contracts let — 


for the construction of an addition- 


al ten classrooms, announced last — 
spring, were not carried out early 
enough to complete the job, and 
the end of the Japanese war 
brought immediate curtailment of 
the work. 

Appeals: to Washington, Mr, 
Goldman said, have brought no - 
results. The three school sites did, 
however, get added facilities in the 
form of new rooms for principal 
and two vice-principals, — nurse’s 
room and teachers’ room. Only the 
foundations were laid for the much. 
needed 10. classrooms when the 
building contracts were cancelled.

strain on the nerves or the capac- 
ities of the old bus. This can be 
reached over a road right along 
the ocean most of the way, or via 
Santa Rosa, Guerneville on the 
Russian River, and Jenner by the 
Sea. Round trip would be approx- 
imately 350 miles, 

A trip to Santa Rosa, 58 miles 
-from San Francisco, is a worth- 
while jaunt. Here are the famed 
Luther Burbank gardens; the gate- 
way to the Russian River vacation 
country, petrified forests and oth- 
er points of interest. 

Perhaps you would enjoy a visit 
to the beautiful Napa Valley coun- 
try, where the hillsides are now 
covered with luscious ripening 
grapes soon to be made into the 
fine wines for which this state is 
famous the world over. In this val- 
ley are some -of the oldest and 
largest wineries of the world. The 
valley may be reached via the Bay 
Bridge, Eastshore Highway and 
across the toll-free bridge into 
Vallejo, then on State Highway 29 
to the city of Napa and on to St. 
Helena and Calistoga near the base 
of the mountain where Robert 
Louis Stevenson lived and wrote 
much of ‘his poetry, and dreamed 
of his “Treasure Island.” The tour 
here would be approximately 160 
miles round trip. 

For short trips of a few hours 
or so, the Eastbay offers almost 
unlimited possibilities, including 
the beautiful University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley, Mission San 
Jose, which is a few miles below 
Niles on a fine highway; the hills 
back of Oakland and Berkeley of- 
fer fine scenic rides at this time 
of year, with views out over. the 
bay and ocean; Mount Diablo is 
another favorite picnic spot— 
with a number of stops provided 
with fireplaces and tables for gut- 
ings along the way to the moun- 
tain top. This may be reached 
over the Tunnel Road out of Ber- 
keley. : 

' Trips along the ocean from San 
Francisco, or via Bayshore High- 
way, could include Santa Cruz, a 
vacation spot on the ocean, and the 
Big Trees in the Santa Cruz 
mountains; Big Basin, location of 
A California State Redwood Park. 
San Jose, -about 50 miles south of 
here, is a good-sized city and of- 
fers a number of points of inter- 
est including the nearby Santa 
Clara Mission established in 1777. 

Dozens of other attractive places 
near here may be visited easily on 
a two-day weekend. Why not fill 
the gas tank, load the kids aboard 
and see some of the country next 
weekend—answer that call of the 
open road! Nearly any service 
station can supply you with road 
maps covering all of the California 
area, with section maps of various 
districts.

Hunter’s Point war workers may 
well take pride in their contribu- 
tion to the success of the U. 8. 
Navy’s operations in the Pacific 
against Japan. 

They have had an ae Ee part 
_in helping to keep a. maximum num- 
ber of ships at the battlefronts by 
repairing battle-damaged ships. As 
a matter of fact, thousands of 
Hunter’s Point drydock workers 
- have been familiar from the start 
with the naval battles waged in the 
Pacific, through their work on 
damaged vessels. 


The Beacon takes pleasure in giv- 
ing its readers a few of the high- 
lights of the Navy’s history in the 
’ Pacific since Pearl Harbor, listing 
the major engagements. Most of 
this data was gathered from the 
annual reports of Admiral Ernest 
J. King to the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

“The war in the Pacific,” he said, 
“may be regarded as having four 


- stages: 


“(a) The defensive, when we 
were engaged almost exclusively in 
protecting our shores and our lines 
of communication from the en- 
eroachment of the enemy. 

“(b) The defensive-offensive, dur- 
ing which, although our operations 
were chiefly defensive in character, 
we were able nevertheless to take 
certain offensive measures. 

“(c) The offensive-defensive, cov- 
ering the period immediately fol- 
lowing our seizure of the initiative, 


but during which we still had to. 


use a large part of our forces to 
defend our recent gains . 


- “(d) The offensive, which began 
when our advance bases were no 
longer seriously threatened and we 
became able to attack the enemy 
at places of our own choosing. 

- “After the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor, the Japanese withdrew from 
the Central Pacific and for the 
time being, except for the capture 
of. the islands of Guam and Wake, 
confined their major attacks to the 
Philippine Islands and Netherlands 
East Indies. Our forces on Wake, 
after gallant resistance which took 
a large toll of enemy attacking 

’forces, far superior in strength, 
were overcome at the end of De- 
’ cember. 

“Hxcept. for the forces in the 
Philippine Islands under General 
MacArthur, our strength in the 
Western Pacific area consisted 
chiefly of the Asiatic Fleet, a few 
aviation units, and the garrisons of 
marines at Guam and Wake already 
referred, to. The small Asiatic Fleet 
commanded by Admiral Thomas C. 
Hart, U. S. Navy, included the 
heavy cruiser Houston ,the light 
cruiser Marblehead, 13 overage 
destroyers, some 29 submarines, two 
Squadrons of Catalinas, and a few 
gunboats and auxiliaries which 
could not be counted on for com- 
bat.

Drive Starts For 
Winter Clothing 
For Holland 


Residents of San Francisco Bay 
Area will have a chance to help 
prevent the suffering of the cour- 
ageous Dutch people this winter, 
according to Jan Oostermeyer, who 
was recently sent on a trip to Hol- 
land in order that he could report 
to America the actual conditions 
in his country today. 

V-E Day meant the liberation of 
many cities’ in Holland occupied by 
Germany, nevertheless the Dutch 
people face severe suffering this 
winter. The greatest need is warm 
clothing. A drive for clothing start- 
ed yesterday. 


Sponsored by the American Re- 
lief for Holland, Inc., who have set 
50 tons of warm clothing as their 
goal, the drive will last until Sep- 
tember 29. 

All types of useful clothes are in 
demand — woolen underwear being 
number one on the list. Mr. Oos- 
termeyer found that even the well- 
to?do families, who started the war 
with an ample wardrobe, were 
down to two shirts, one suit, a few 
pairs of socks, wooden-soled shoes 
and in most cases, one suit of un- 
derwear in the case of men and an 
equally scanty wardrobe for wom- 
en. 

Clothes. and shoes for babies 
and small children are next in 
importance. Top coats anid suits 
for men, women and children are 
eall needed. These should be in 

clean, wearable. condition, as the 
Dutch residents ‘have no buttons, 
zipper or cleaning fluid. 

Shoes are critically needed. They, 
too, should be in good repair, for 

_the people have no tools to make 
repairs. The German army stripped 
the country completely of all tools, 
agricultural equipment, all modes 
of transportation, from bicycles to 
fire.engines, pots and pans, blank- 


___ ets, fur coats, warm clothing, in 


fact, anything they could lay their 
hands on.

A chicken in every pot may be a 
day not too distant with promise 
of increased poultry allotments for 
the Bay area, and for that occa- 
sion housewives will want to treat 
the family to Chicken Creole, a 
specialty from files of the Red 
Cross Nutrition Service. 


A “deep south” special that em- 
phasizes flavor of the chicken with 
a piquant tomato pepper sauce, 
which incidentally, for homemak- 
ers with an eye to the budget, 
helps stretch the feast. 


Of the meal-in-one variety, the 
chicken may be cooked in advance 
then left to simmer in sauce. Serve 
on boiled rice or noodles  pre- 
pared just before dinner, suggest 
Red Cross nutritionists. 

Recipe follows: 


CHICKEN CREOLE 


4 to 5 pound chicken 
1/4 cup flour 

1 teaspoon salt 
Pepper 

1/4 teaspoon paprika 


1/4 cup fat (chicken fat may be 
used) 


1/2 cup chopped onion 
1/2 cup water 
1/4 cup chopped green pepper 


2 1/2 cups fresh or canned (No. 2 
can tomatoes). / 


Cut chicken into serving pieces. 


Roll in mixture of the flour, salt, 
pepper and paprika. Brown in 
melted fat. Add onion; cook 2 to 3 
minutes. Add the water, cover, and 
simmer about 1 hour or until al- 
most tender, adding more water if 
necessary. Stir occasionally to keep 
from sticking. Add green pepper 
and tomatoes. Simmer about 20 
minutes longer. Serve on seasoned 
hot noodles or rice. Six servings.

It is broiled eggplant—and it 
takes only a few minutes to pre- 
pare, the Service says. 

Required are: 

1 medium-sized eggplant; half- 
cup French dressing, and some 
Paprika.
